stations came in hot and fast. 
It was 
learned, however, that w hether or no 
Great Britain seriously fears Russian or 
French aggression, the naval prepara­ 
tions have b* en under consideration for 
several months and it was the adm it­ 
ty s intention to put them in force as 
soon as war w ith the Transvaal was de­ 
clared, deeming it necessary to increase 
the active strength of the navy in order 
to insure the large fleet of transports 
against every possible contingency.

W hile the british officials did not con­ 
ceal their knowledge of German, French 
aud Russian antagonism and their irri­ 
tation thereat, they do not give the 
slightest hint. that European hostility 
will crystalize into any probable overt 
act.The belief that G reat Britain is on 
the vcige el a crisis or even a conflict 
far greater than that in tile Transvaal 
has many supporters, though the lack 
of all official confirmation lavors the 
c o l . ervative views that the remarkable 
m ilitary and naval activity is due to a 
desire to lake thorough precautions, 
which, though ominous, have at present 
no special bearing upon Great B ritain’s 
European relations. 
Adv ices from the continent strengthen 
this view.

Here William Redmond, Paruellite 
member for East Clare, shouted:
